Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group I: Claims 1-48, drawn to methods of treating food, classified in class 426, 
subclass 321 plus. 

Group II: Claims 49-90, drawn to food products, classified in class 426, subclass 
654. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because the 
product of Group II can be made by a method other than that of Group I. For example, 
the products of Group II could have a reduced pH by adding food grade acidulants such 
as GDL or polymeric, food acceptable acids (which do not alter taste), without the use of 
an electrodialzed composition. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art as evidenced by their different - 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

To expedite prosecution, it is noted that the specification and claims do not 
appear to clearly define what is meant by an electrodialyzed composition. Is this 
intended to mean just treated water? Also, claims 47 and 89 lack antecedent basis 
since the phrase "the total food acidulants" (or even "food acidulants" does not appear, 
for example, in claims 1 and 49. Antecedant basis should be checked throughout all of 
the plethora of claims. Note, too, claims 35-37 are improper dependent claims since 
they use "and" instead of "or" .Any inquiry concerning this communication or earlier 
communications from the examiner should be directed to Steven L. Weinstein whose 
telephone number is 571-272-1410.
